does more harm than good."

Attorney Ryan and Principal Cannon 
RO.S.S upheld the affirmative and woi 
tb° decision of the judges from Hon. 
Harry J. Shoemaker and Prof. 10. 
Monroe Baker, but it was a lively dis- 
cussion, and the fact that it was 
matter of general interest on which 
nearly everybody had an opinion add- 
ed zest. 
Some of the arguments were 


ol real interest. 
One of the points 


brought out, and admitted by the 
affirmative, was thai Iho weak side in 
our criminal courts is the jury system. 


District Attorney Ryan argued that 


the publication of details of crime sug- 
gests to embryo criminals methods of 
committing crime, lie pointed to the 
large percentage of criminals under 
twenty-one years of age aud directed 
attention lo Ihe analogy between Ihe 
details of crimes. Besides exerting 
an influence upon criminals, he said, 
the publication of detail!) has a ten- 
dency to make the general public feel 
that crime is less hateful than it is, 
and thereby make jurors, less likely 
lo convict. 


Prof. Baker, of the negative side, 


argued that il is not Ihe publication 
of Ihe truth about crime in the ne 
papers that does harm, but the soft- 
ness, 
leniency of the judges and 


juries which most increases crime, 
and said lhat the smart criminal 
lawyer, who resorts to all sorts of 
dodges to free his clients, is the 
greatest criminal around the court.

Prof. Ro.ss, the second speaker for 


the affirmative, said: "We do not ob- 
ject to the publication of crimes, but 
to the details which becloud the minds 
of witnesses and jurors and interfere 
with the cnlorccment of juslice. 
The 


duly of the press is to publish news 
which will conduce to the elevating 
of Ihe human race. 
Newspapers in- 


fluence public opinion more than any 
other factors, more than even the pul- 
pit or the book prints. The publica- 
tion of these details of crime reduces 
the moral standard, creates a morbid 
aud vicious public sentiment and 
moral color blindness and increases 
pessimism. 


"I 
believe, too, thai 
children 


should be kept out of our crimina 
courts. But suppose they are! Thej 
will be able to read the details of the 
crimes in the papers aud have a tasti 
for poor reading crealed." 


Hon. Harry J. Shoemaker, the las 


speaker, 
said: 
"Familiarity will 


crime breeds contempt for it, and J 
believe that through reading in the 
newspapers of the details of crime has 
made people anxious to aid in the cap 
ture and punishment of the criminals, 


"Do you believe," he said in con^ 


elusion, "that if the slory of the 
crime committedv on Calvary 200( 
years ago had been suppressed there 
would be so many Christians 
Christian churches today?"

These tubercular cows 
give tubercular milk and Ihe milk is 
fed to babies. 
Milk like that fed to a 


young calf for three meals was re 
sponsible for the developing of the 
disease in the animal, and if it will do 
that to the sensitive stomach of a 
calf*what will it do to a child. Hav- 
ing thoroughbred cows— any of the 
four great breeds— will make a farmer 
take care of them and the consequence 
will be healthful animals and pure 
milk."

CHILD LABOR 


BILL INTRODUCED 


State Asiociation's Measure AffecU 


Factories, Stores, Messenger Service, 


Soft Coal Mines and Breakers. 


I'he cliikl labor bill, upon which 


the Blute Child Labor Association has 
been working for several months, 
was In trot! need in the House of Re- 
presentatives nt Harrlsburg Monday 
night by Samuel W. Salus, Represen- 
tative from the Third Philadelphia 
Illlslrlct and formerly Assistant Uls- 
Irict Attorney of Philadelphia county. 


Thcliill regulates cflihl labor in all 


forma of employment except on the 
farm and in domestic service, and Is 
regarded its a very moderate measure. 
Aside from soft coal mines, where 
twelve-year old child laboiers are now 
legal, the Salus Bill does not change 
the present age for the children's 
work—fourteen years. It merely re- 
quires parents to prove that 
their 


children have readied that age by pro- 
ducing some record of birth or baptism 
where this is passible. This proof of 
age is to be presented to the school olll- 
cials in each city or town and they 
issue the certificates. The provisions 
of the 
bill In regard to certificates 


nnd their method of issuance are tak- 
en verbatim 
from the Educational 


Commission's bill, with which the 
Salus bill is in perfect accord. 


The Child Labor Association has an- 


other bill, lobe introduced in a few 
days, 
relating to the length of the 


fourteen-year-old child's working clay, 
and prohibiting employment at night. 
Arno i\ Mow-Hi!, counsel and legisla- 
tive representative of the Association, 
made the following statement in re- 
gard to the Htllus bill. 


A UOMl'UimKNSIVE HILL. 
"This bill," Mr. Slowitu said 
"is 


tlie rc-sult of months ol study both as 
to wliat has proved practicable 
In 


other States and what may be reason- 
ably expected to puss. It is the first 
comprehensive child labor bill ever 
piesented in Pennsylvania, 
so far as 


we are aware. Other'child labor bills' 
have been limited to factories, stores, 
etc., or have been solely mining child 
labor bills. The chief aim of the Salus 
hill is to stop tlie great abuses that 
ure possible under the present laws 
because of the false oaths which par- 
ents make as to their children's ages. 
The members of our association be- 
lieve that the responsibility for child 
labor here is mainly and usually on 
thi! shortsighted father and mother of 
the child laborer himself. 
Manufact- 


urers and coal operators are responsi- 
ble only to a most limited extent. 
Tl.ere me SH.UIIO children at work in 
our Htate whose parents have sworn 
that they are fourteen years old. We 
estimate that from 8 dOO to 1U 000 of 
the affidavits on which these children 
secured work arc false, and that the 
children are really ten, eleven, twelve 
and thirteen years old. 
Nineteen 


States, including every one of the 
oilier great Industrial States of the 
countiy, have set affidavits aside as 
proof of age and require parents, where 
it is possible, to produce birth records, 
baptismal records or some other relia- 
ble records as proofs of their children's 
ages. The Pennsylvania Educational 
Commission has recognized this evil 
and has put into its bill, now pend- 
ing, a requirement that parents must 
bring proof of age of this sort before 
their children may 
leave school to 


work. 
AOUKKs WITH 
EDUCATIONAL 


COMMISSION' BILL. 


"The Salus 
bill follows verbatim 


the provisions of the 
Educational 


bill on tills puint and is also identical 
with that bill in its provision that 
school authorities shall issue the cer- 
liiieates which are proof to employes 
thai the children are really fourteen. 
This is what the great mass of our 
employers 
want—something 
which 


they can tely upon as to a child'sage. 


"School olllcals are the ones who 


issue Ihe child 
labor certficates in 


nearly half of the States in the coun- 
try, such officials are closest to the 
children. 
They are obliged to keep 


them In school under the school Jaw 
until they are fourteen, and the only 
logical child labor law is one which 
Jets them issue the certificates whicn 
start lliese children on their lives of 
work. At present any notary public, 
magistrate, alderman, justice of the 
peace—and there are over 9000 of them 
in the State—Is empowered to issue 
certificates, and it is small wonder 
that the work is wretchedly clone. 
SCHOOLS TO ISSUE CERTIFI- 


CATES JJS SUMMER ALSO. 
To meet the objection that in the 


smaller places there is no school offici- 
al on duty during the summer months, 
the Salus bill provides that the local 
school authorities shall make the ne- 
cessary appropriations to pay for the 
services of such persons as are author- 
ized to issue certificates at that time. 
The Salus bill provides, also that dur- 
ing summer vacations 
children as 


young as twelve may work, but only 
in the Jighler forms of employment— 
stores and offices. 
THREE MONTHS QUACB FOR 
EMPLOYERS. 


"Provision is made that the act shall 


not take effect until October 1, and 
that for three months after that date 
tlie old affidavits on which children 
are now at work shall be honored. 
This gives employers three months in 
which to have their 52,000 child labor 
affidavits—sucli of them as are prov- 
ed to be true-exchanged for the certl- 
cfiates called for Ihe new law. It eases 
the adjustment and In our opinion is 
only fair to the employers who would 
otherwise be put to great inconvenience 
by the sudden discharge of all their 
children until new certificates could 
be procured for them. School officials, 
however, ought not to he swamped 
in the midst of their other duties, by 
tlie sudden application of 62,000 dis- 
charged children for certificates. 
The 
Balus bill will spread out the applica- 
tions of these already employed child- 
ren over tile first three months of the 
law's operation." 


Cause of Car Sickness.

round a common center.

conscious effort to take iu everything 
produces a rapid lateral oscillation of 
the eyeballs, as any oue can observe 
by watching the eyes of ills fellow 
passengers. 
The eye strain is enor- 


mous and Is the chief faclor in pro- 
ducing car sickness. 
This can be 


proved by asking a patient who Is 
subject to cur sickness to look steadily 
at a mirror which is moved rapidly 
to and fro or tilted backward and 
forward.

plain of nausea and vertigo.

treatment consists of advising the 
patient to avoid looking out of the car 
windows nnd in giving him a grain of 
citratcd caffeine shortly before he 
takes the cars and repeating it every 
hour as long as there is any tendency 
to be sick.

DEATH OF CHILD WORKER 


Deputy Coroner II. S. Rue, of Bris- 


lol, impanelled a jury and held an In- 
quest yesterday morning to inquire 
inlo the death of little Letizia Bar- 
rur/,p, an alleged fourteen year old 
Italian girl who was killed ut the 
Lafayette street 
crossing 
at 
12.30 


o'clock on Thursday of last week. 


The engineer and fireman of the fast 


express which was the cause of the 
child's death, were summoned and 
appeared before the jury. The fireman 
testified that he saw the girl run 
around the end of a caboose of a pass- 
ing freight train and dush in front of 
his locomotive. 
He said the child 


was hit by the front part o! Ihe en- 
gine. He declared he told the engi- 
neer of the accident, but the train 
was not slopped. 


The engineer stated thai he did nol 


see the accident, but the fireman told 
him they had struck a child. 
Upon 


being informed by the fireman that 
there were witnesses ko the accident 
at Lafayette street he concluded not to 
stop his engine. 


Coroner Rue asked the witness if he 


did not know that it was the orders or 
the railroad company lo always stop 
the engine when a person had been 
injured by being struck or run over 
by the train? The witness declared it 
was a rule to do so when such on ac- 
cideut occurred when there werij no 
witnesses on the ground. 
After hear- 


ing the evidence of other witnesses 
the jury rendered a verdict exonerat- 
ing the railroad company from blame 
for the accident as the child got under 
the gates while they were down. The 
jury called attention of the railroad 
officials to the fact that the several 
fatal accidents lately at Bristol the 
crews have not stopped their trains 
when it has been known that persons 
have been struck.
